MEXICO. 


The recent visit to California of the delegation 


of Mexican business and professional men was 
another happy indication of the growing spirit of 
friendliness in the southern republic for the 
United States, and of a desire to promote better 
understanding between 
the 
two 
peoples. A 


specially impressive incident of this feeling was 
the speech of one of Ihe members of the visiting 
delegation in Oakland, voicing the hope that be- 
fore long the sentiment of union would in effect 
make all the people from Alaska to Panama one 
of united nations. 


There has not been in the last ten years a time 


when a generous, helpful, friendly act on the part 
of the United States, would have had so agreeable 
an effect as at present. Now is the psychological 
hour for official recognition of the new govern- 
ment, established both in law and fact, of Mexico. 
The administration of President Obrcgon needs 
American recognition at this time, 
ft would help 


him at home and abroad. 
It would 
lend a 


stability to his government by inspiring confi- 
dence among the Mexican people and by raising 
him in the confidence of foreign nations. 


Jt is altogether likely (hat Obrcgon will decline 


to repeat his request for recognition In Hit: United 
States. That would not, in his opinion, be digni- 
fied. But so far as the geuerul public in this and 
other countries can observe there is no sound rea- 
son for withholding recognition any longer. 


Tho government at Washington has what ap- 


pears to be very good reasons, of course. There is 
an ugly record iti Mexico. 
During the several 


years of anarchy murders were eommil ted, prop- 
erty was destroyed or cpnfiscnled. Federal laws 
were enacted which in effect confiscate the prop- 
erty of foreigners not' already sei/.ed by bandit f 
or the government. There must be evidence of 
a change of policy and of a willingness to make 
redress for the acts of the past. 


But (here is a' very serious question as to 


whether further hesitation .to accord recognition 
to the Obregon government will help the situation. 
If President Obregon has recorded his intention 
lo work for a repeal of the confiscatory laws 
passed by Scnor Carranza and 1o make repara- 
tion for 1he losses sustained by fSrcign citizens 
because of unlawful Mexican acts, he has gone a 
long way toward deserving the must 
complete 


coo]>eration from foreign govcrnmentH. The United 
Stales should hike the lead in this mailer. By so 
doing it will advance measurably in the regard of 
all the Latin-American peoples.
